Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the 1 12 rejections from the last office action, the 
examiner reiterating that the claim 1 requirement for applying the annular laminated body to the tire did not appear to 
be generic to both in situ formation and preforming of the layer and therefore an inconsistency was created with the 
dependent claims. The prior art rejections of record were also discussed including potentially defining orientation of the 
short fibers. No agreement was reached but the examiner indicated that any proposal would be fully reconsidered 
when presented. The fact that the layer in applicant's invention that is being wound is in fact a ply layer rather that the 
bead filler, sidewall, etc. was also discussed since at least the Holroyd secondary references seem principally directed 
to forming filler, sidewall layers in this manner. It was noted however that the claims at present do not require or bring 
out this distinction, but any proposal would be fully considered when presented.
